BACKGROUND

On December 8, 1979 PELRB issued an order to the
City of Concord, directing them to negotiate with Local 1045,
TAFF, the duties of captain. A full and detailed decision
was rendered on February 26, 1979, No. 780057,

A rehearing was requested by the City and held on
April 11, 1979 at which time the City restated its original
position that the duties of a member of the bargaining unit
is not negotiable and further explored the adoption of the
classification study conducted by the U.S. Civil Service Com-
mission.

BOARD DECISION AND ORDER

The Board, having considered the request and testi-
mony presented at the rehearing with respect to a cease and
desist order and recession of its original order, advised the
parties present that decision No. 780057 had not been rescinded,
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amended or changed in any way based on evidence presented at
the rehearing.

As verbally stated on April 11, 1979, the Board's
order remained in effect and reaffirmed:

The Board finds that the subject of changing
the duties of a member of the bargaining
unit (captain) is properly the subject of
negotiations. . .
